The photographs accompanying Miss 
Oldham’s Indonesian Fans from Java and Bali, page 14, along 
with pictures of other outstanding examples of fans of all types 
from her extensive collection, are being assembled slowly and with 
great care by this thoughtful researcher, for some future inclusion 
in a museum permanent file, where they will be available for art 
students and fan collectors to study. 


Serious doll collectors almost instinctively recognize the charm of 
dolls as decorative accessories in the home. Less specialized collec- 
tors however often overlook the possibilities of bringing a child- 
hood favorite, though not yet of age or rarity, out of storage and 
using it to pleasurable advantage. Under a glass dome in the parlor, 
or in a right-sized rocker by hearth or window, single examples can 
be most intriguing.

I enjoyed your article on coats-of-arms 
and heraldry in general in the Aprii ’59 
issue. Consequently, I wanted to send you 
the meaning of our 
symbol, as being a 
representation of a | 
modern use of her- 


aldry. 
The R and O with- 
in the shield are, of 


course, representa- 
tive of Royal Oak. | 
The Oak Tree itself, 

in the upper right 
corner is the oldest 
known symbol of 
kingship. At the same 
time, of course, the 
Oak is the symbol of 
strength and perma- 
nence. The hand \ 
holding the sword 
has a number of 
meanings. The most 
popular is, of course, 
knighthood, which 
also conveys the feel- 
ing of strength and 
the concept of the sword raised in defense 
of the needy. Aside from this, the sword 
was one of the suits in the Tarot cards 
and was, I believe, a symbol of strength 
here, also. 

Although our shield is modern artistry 
rather than actual classical arms, we hope 
that the qualities it symbolizes are those 
that our policyholders associate with 
Royal Oak. As a matter of general in- 
terest, we have achieved some degree of 
fame because we specialize in life, accident 
and sickness and hospitalization insurance 
on people over 60.

To D. M. Hoskins, Hesperia, Calif., who 
inquired in April '59 concerning Hartman, 
H. Klind, of Klind’s Antiques, Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin, writes: The words “Let Hart- 
man Feather Your Nest’ was a slogan 
used by Hartman, a furniture store, 
formerly located in downtown Milwaukee. 
It has been out of business many years. 
The PresCut pitchers and many other 
items, bearing the slogan, were given 
away free to people who cut a coupon from 
the newspaper and brought it in person to 
their store. This was about 50 years ago. 

Eleanora C. Zimmer, Waterford, Wis- 
consin, also identifies the Hartman slogan 
and Milwaukee location, while a reader 
from Delaware recalls a Hartman mail 
order catalog using the slogan. She did 
not recall the location of the firm, but 
mentioned that it was unusual in that it 
sold mail order goods on credit. Mrs. M. 
Tilley, Omaha, Nebraska, says there was 
a Hartman Furniture store in Omaha, 
with the same slogan, and that she has 
two pitchers similar to Mrs. Hoskins’. 

Fred Nagel, of Chicago, places a Hart- 
man Furniture Company there, and Mrs. 
D. G. Seal, Antiques, Silva, Missouri, also 
traded with the Chicago store. She said 
the Hartman Furniture Co. sold every- 
thing for a home on the installment plan. 
When an order was shipped to the buyer, 
one of these pitchers was enclosed in the 
erate or package. However, she adds, 
when she bought her first set of dishes 
from Hartman’s 35 years ago, she received 
no little pitcher. Apparently the give- 
away date was earlier.

James Creagh, Commander, used _ this 
woodcut of his Carming Molly, in his ad- 
vertisement in the Maryland Gazette in 
1763, asking for passengers and freight. 
He was taking in “Tobacco at Seven 
Pounds Sterling per Ton, consigned to Mr. 
Peter Fearon, Merchant, in London”, and 
promised he would “most certainly sail 
by the last of August, having now on 
board upwards of 100 Hogsheads.” 


Festivat At ANNAPOLIs: Saturday, June 
20, will be a gala day in Annapolis, 
Maryland, combining the start of the 
Annapolis-Newport race with the 4th 
Annual Arts and Crafts Festival, spon- 
sored by Historic Annapolis. The harbor 
full of sail is as thrilling a sight today 
as it was 300 years ago when tobacco 
convoys started down the Chesapeake Bay 
with ships like the Charming Molly, 
loaded with Maryland’s most lucrative 
crop, escorted by vessels from His 
Majesty’s Navy to ward off enemy craft 
and privateers. In addition to harbor 
excitement, there'll be seen, this Festival 
Day, in St. John’s Gymnasium from 11 to 
6 p.m., Maryland craftsmen working at 
their trades—glassblowers, cabinet work- 
ers, weavers, basket makers, gunsmiths, 
and the like.

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Indonesian Fans 


From Java and Bali 
by ESTHER OLDHAM 


OR CENTURIES the craftsmen 

of the tropical islands of Java 
and Bali have specialized in the ex- 
quisite ornamentation of subjects 
made of hide. With inconceivable 
delicacy, and inexhaustible patience, 
their artistic fingers have created 
beautifully filigreed and gilded head- 
dresses for their dancers, girdles, 
neck pieces, arm bands, puppets, and 
fans from the rawhide of water buf- 
falo, from donkey, goat, and ox skin, 
and from the hide of the wild sway- 
backed underslung pigs, shipped by 
the thousands from Bali to Java. 

While many fans were made of 
water buffalo hide, and are usually 
referred to as “water buffalo” fans, 
some were made of other rawhides 
and leathers. The rims and handles 
were fashioned of water buffalo horn 
which, by nature, shaded from pale 
gray to black at the tip. 

Before the artist-craftsman began 
his work, the rawhide had to be 
stretched and dried. His tools for 
creating his lacework design in- 
cluded a kris, or knife, many little 
chisels—frequently two dozen or 
more—and a small] hammer or mal- 
let of native tamarind wood, used to 
tap the chisels as the design was 
“cut out.” Time was an element of 
little consequence to the artist. 

In the 1860s the island craftsmen 
used metal stamps in making batik 
designs, and it has been suggested 
that metal dies may also have been 
used to stamp or punch hide, to 


speed up work for commercial pro- 
duction. While this may be true of a 
later date, early period fans were, 
according to experts on Javanese 
crafts, definitely hand-cut. 

The designs, centuries old, were 
drawn from the rich heritage of 
Hindu, Moslem, Chinese, and Java- 
nese cultures. The double-headed 
bird leads in popularity for designs 
on fans, closely followed by the pea- 
cock, or other unidentified single 
birds, theatrical and dancing figures, 
puppets, flowers and butterflies. Oc- 
casionally a design portrayed a 
Hindu god. 

The ancient origin of the double- 
headed bird has many overtones and 
“layers” of meanings, its symbolism 
varying with the country in which 
it is found. Thus the double-headed 
eagle or “‘swan” of Indian tradition 
is recognized in China as the double- 
headed phoenix. Some call it the 
Garuda bird, a mythical Hindu crea- 
ture, purported to be half human; 
others consider it the double-headed 
peacock, symbol of eternity. 

As Javanese art is primitive in 
character, considerable latitude must 
be allowed in the accurate depiction 
of any special bird. It hardly matters 
what was in the designer’s mind— 
it is enough that the highly stylized 
double-headed bird is both challeng- 
ing and charming, if not completely 
identifiable. 

Balinese fans are less intricate 
than Javanese fans, but nonetheless

grace; coral color in design is too 
intense to please; handle of black.

striking in color and design. Balinese 
artists particularly favored tropical 
flowers and butterflies in fan de- 
signs. Their butterflies, which are 
said ‘“‘to fly like birds,” and not to 
flutter as ours do, were the inspira- 
tion for one of their famous native 
dances, Kupu Tarum—the Dance of 
the Butterflies. 

Though recent fans, rapidly exe- 
cuted for today’s trade, show the 
effects of commercialism, the fine 
basic craftsmanship of Indionesian 
craftsman is not affected. Everything 
they make for use in their daily 
living evidences artistic accomplish- 
ment and love of ornament. Even 
fans made entirely of native roots 
have a certain naive appeal, as do 
the colored fans of lontar leaves, bn 
still being made in Bali today.

Textile Buttons 


by JANE FORD ADAMS and LILLIAN SMITH ALBERT 


HE designation ‘‘textile”’ is given 

to all buttons using thread and 
cloth decoratively, either to cover a 
mold, as is most frequent, or in some 
other way. Because so very many 
textile buttons are undistinguished 
in themselves, as well as almost in- 
distinguishable from one another, 
they rate, as a class, comparatively 
low in collector interest. 

It follows that special attention 
and appreciation are given to the 
limited number of textile buttons 
which stand out as miniature works 
of art. The passementerie maker, the 
embroiderer, the watercolorist, and 
the weaver can each take credit for 
deluxe examples. 

A passementerie worker might be 
described as part lacemaker, part 
embroiderer. His mastery of difficult 
stitches and trying materials is 
shown by button No. 1 in the illus- 
tration above. The top is a foil disk, 
overcast to a plain coarse linen mold- 
cover. It is ornamented with sequins 
and paste jewels, held in place by 
bezels of metallic purl. 

No.2 shows another type of highly 
skilled needlework. The cover, which 
looks like a piece of fine silk, was 
actually made not on a loom but en- 
tirely with a needle. The needle- 
wrought pattern was created by 
“darning” the thread in and out. 
Metallic threads made in the same 
way are more showy, but less deli- 
cate. 

The needlework on No. 3 is em- 
broidery,. Its pleasing design and pre- 
cise stitches make it desirable. 


These three all have the same 
make-up—a textile cover over a mold 
of wood, ivory, bone, or horn. All 
were made for the richly trimmed 
coats of 18th century gentlemen. 

Another style of textile button 
from the same period is shown in 
No. 4, The design here—the arms of 
the Gifford family—jis painted on 
satin and protected under glass. Its 
elegance notwithstanding, this must 
have been a livery button. 

Moving from the 18th to the mid- 
19th century, we find fashion has 
taken beautiful textile buttons from 
the gentlemen and given them to the 
ladies. No, 5, probably from a wed- 
ding dress, is white satin painted in 
natural color. No. 6 is of gray wool, 
embroidered in black and white, and 
edged with beads. This quaint but- 
ton is from a set of eight, each one 
different. 

No, 7 has ribbon applique, as rare 
as it is attractive. 

With the development of machines 
capable of attaching covers smoothly 
over metal shells, textile buttons 
were factory-made, and patterned 
cloth, some of it pictorial, was woven 
especially for buttonmakers. The 
profile of Napoleon III, on No. 8, is 
an outstanding example of this type. 
Its coloring is a very dull gold and 
black. 

It can be laid down as a rule, with 
the usual exceptions to prove it, that 
antique buttons of these four kinds 
—passementerie, picture painted, 
picture woven, and embroi- @ 
dered—are collector’s prizes.

NTEREST in iridescent 


which had flagged 


1880s and 1890s was revived in the 
early 1900s by American and Con- 
tinental glasshouses, In France iri- 
descent glass and pottery became 
one phase of design and manufac- 
ture of that short-lived renaissance 
known as lArt Nouveau. In Amer- 
ica, the most prominent manufac- 
turers of iridescent glasses were Tif- 
fany Furnaces, Steuben 
Works, the Quezal Art Glass & Dec- 
orating Company, the Durand Art 
Glass Company and The Union Glass 


Works. 


Tiffany Furnaces: After one abor- 
tive attempt tc establish a glass 
works, Louis C. Tiffany engaged the 


services, on a share-holding basis, of 
Arthur J. Nash, formerly of Eng- 
land. Mr. Nash was joined by his 
sons, A. Douglas and Leslie. The 
elder Nash and Leslie operated the 
factory at Corona, Long Island, and 
were responsible for all the designs, 
glass formulas, and decorating tech- 
niques. Douglas Nash was the out- 
Side contact, in charge of the distri- 
bution of the factory’s wares, deal- 
ing with better shops all over the 
country and abroad. 

Several trademarks were regis- 
tered by Tiffany between the years 
1894 and 1920. The first was granted 
to the “Tiffany Glass and Decorat- 
ing Company” located in Jersey 
City, New Jersey, and New York

City. After February 9th, 1904, the 
company was known as “Tiffany 
Furnaces of Corona, Long Island, 
and Hoboken, New Jersey.” 

As early as 1894, the following 
terms of identification were used for 
its glassware: Tiffany Favrile Fab- 
ric Glass, Tiffany Favrile Sunset 
Glass, Tiffany Favrile Horizon Glass, 
Tiffany Favrile Twig Glass, and Tif- 
fany Favrile Lace Glass. When Les- 
lie Nash developed a method for 
making lamp shades by coating a 
copper mesh screen with glass, the 
trademark, Favrile Fabrique, was 
registered in June, 1914. 

The Nashes, because of their su- 
perior development of iridescent and 
other fine wares, brought the Tiffany 
works to first place in the produc- 
tion of artistic glass in America. 
Contrary to many reports, we have 
been told by a reliable source that 
Mr. Tiffany had no practical experi- 
ence in glassmaking and did not per- 
sonally sign every piece which bore 
the Tiffany trademark or initials. 

At first, the Nashes encountered 
tough sledding to make ends meet 
at the factory, but Leslie Nash de- 
veloped several very useful artistic 
and commercial products that 
brought the company onto firm 
financial ground; this in spite of Mr. 
Tiffany’s efforts to run the works on 
a philanthropic basis. 

An accomplished glass technologist 
in his own right, he was awarded a 
partnership in the Tiffany Furnaces 
for his development of the world 
famous “Peacock” iridescent glass. 
Leslie also introduced the manufac- 
ture of fine metalwares like bronze, 
copper, and combinations of rare and 
semi-precious metals. He purchased 
huge metal stamping machinery to 
make the fine fittings for their glass- 
wre which distinguish many of the 
Tiffany productions. Mr. Tiffany’s 
withdrawal of his financial support 
from the firm just at this most cru- 
cial period was a shock to the 
Nashes, especially so, when for the 
first time in years they were finally 
writing their ledgers in the black. 
For a while they c#rried on the busi-

ness in the same fashion as under 
the old plans which had included 
Mr. Tiffany: Arthur Nash and Les- 
lie ran the works while Douglas 
Nash continued to do the outside 
contracting. However after a short 
period of operation, the Nashes de- 
cided to close the factory. 

Steuben Glass Works: “Aurene” 
was the registered trade name for 
the iridescent wares produced at the 
Steuben Glass Works of Corning, 
New York. It was granted Sept. 6th, 
1904. Fred R. Carder signed the 
papers as Secretary of the firm, with 
Samuel Hawkes and W. H. Hawkes 
as witnesses. The two last named 
were both financially and actively 
connected with the firm at its in- 
ception. 

In the course of our extensive re- 
search into the field of iridescent 
glassware, we were privileged to 
have several talks with Fred Carder, 
whose beautiful “Aurene” and ‘‘Verre 
de Soie” rank among the best iri- 
descent glasses ever made in Amer- 
ica. Mr, Carder spoke of Lobmeyer 
as being the first in his opinion to 
make iridescent glassware. Lobmeyer 
would introduce tin crystals into a 
muffle and the fumes from these oxi- 
dizing crystals attacked the surface 
of ‘he glass subjected to them caus- 
ing a corruscated effect. Mr. Carder 
produced the same effect by spray- 
ing the heated glass with a solution 
of tin crystals dissolved in distilled 
water. 

The idea of the Steuben Works 
being sued for patent infringement 
by Tiffany Furnaces, as has occa- 
sionally been mentioned, seems far- 
fetched, especially since neither of 
these firms ever registered patent 
specifications for iridizing glassware. 
Significantly, none of the other 20th 
century producers made any at- 
tempts at registering iridizing proc- 
esses. Neither the Nashes nor Mr. 
Carder were the first to produce iri- 
descent effects on glass, nor were 
they to be the last. The later intro- 
duction of cheap pressed iridescent 
glass was one of the primary reasons 
such fine wares were discontinued 


by the Corning and Corona Works. 

Quezal: Blown iridescent glass- 
ware was made by the Quezal Art 
Glass & Decorating Company, lo- 
cated at Fresh Pond Road and 
Metropolitan Avenue, in Brooklyn, 
New York. Its founder, Martin Bach, 
Was once a trusted employee at the 
Tiffany Furnaces, working directly 
under Mr. Arthur Nash. Leslie Nash 
told us that some of the techniques 
used at the Quezal factory were 
those practiced at the Corona plant. 

In our own files we have the 
trademark paper filed by Mr. Bach 
for the name “Quezal” as applied to 
fancy glasswares, It is dated October 
28, 1902 and signed by Martin Bach 
as president. The iridescent glasses 
produced by this firm are of a fine 
quality in both form and color. 

Durand: The Durand Art Glass 
Company of Vineland, New Jersey, 
owned and operated by Victor 
Durand, was very ably occupied in 
producing beautiful iridescent glass- 
wares, as well as other types of art 
glass. Pieces of his ware were signed 
with his monogram which consisted 
of the name “Durand” within a large 
“V,” or simply marked in script 
“Durand.” The Durand works op- 
erated contemporary with Tiffany 
Furnaces, Steuben, and Quezal. 

Col. Ewan Kimball also operated 
a glass furnace in Vineland, New 
Jersey. We were_unable to find any 
patent rights or trademark papers 
issued to either Kimball or Durand 
but this is not unusual since neither 
tradename could have been infringed 
on to advantage. At one time Messrs. 
Kimball and Durand are said to have 
operated jointly as “Kimball & 
Durand” but with little success. 

Union Glass Company: The Union 
Glass Company of Somerville, 
Massachusetts made iridescent glass- 
ware and named it “Kew Blas.” 
Their iridescent wares are also con- 
temporary with Tiffany’s. The name 
“Kew Blas” is said to be an ana- 
gram of the plant foreman’s name 
(W. S. Blake) but is more likely de- 
rived instead from the words “ke- 
weeanawite,” (an arsenide of cop- 
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per, nickel and cobalt, the fumes of 
which were used in making irides- 
cent glassware) and “blas,” which 
Webster defines as “an emanation 
from the stars—coined by Van Hel- 
mont.” The Union Glass Work’s iri- 
descent wares differ little from those 
manufactured by other firms and un- 
less they are signed “Kew Blas,” it 
would be almost impossible to dis- 
tinguish them from other iridescent 
glasses made in the early part of the 
20th century. 

Loetz: A fine quality iridescent 
glassware was made in Austria by 
Loetz. The vase illustrated here was 
an obvious attempt at reproducing 
the beautiful Peacock iridescent 
glassware made by Tiffany Furnaces. 
Loetz of Austria was also noted for 
its fine cameo effects inspired by the 
French Cameo Glass of the Art 
Nouveaux era. (See French Cameo 
Glass, Spinning Wheel, March, 1958). 

The Stourbridge District: While 
we were in England we spent a great 
deal of time talking with John 
Northwood, Jr. about the glass made 
in the Stourbridge district. Our talks 
embraced iridescent glassware and 
Mr. Northwood spoke of the exten- 
sive experiments he and his father 
carried on in this field shortly before 
the turn of the century. They learned 
that chloride of iron, in a low state of 
fusion, could be made to produce 
more colored iridescent effects than 
any of the other oxides. 

Pressed Iridescent Wares: Mr. 
Northwood remembered, too, that 
some time after the turn of the cen- 
tury his brother Harry, who had 
long since left England to ply his 
trade in America, sent him a piece 
of pressed iridescent glass and asked 
him to analyze the surface coating 
for him, A rival company was manu- 
facturing this pressed iridescent 
ware, Harry said, and unless he 
could learn to produce it himself he 
stood to lose considerably. After 
much tedious work, John Northwood 
finally isolated the material and de- 
termined that it was chloride of iron. 
A few months after he made his re- 
port to his brother, a shipment of 
Harry’s pressed iridescent glass was 
delivered to him in England. 

Prominent in the field of late 
pressed iridescent glassware were 
The Fenton Art Glass Works of Wil- 
liamstown, West Virginia; The Im- 
perial Glass Company of Belaire, 
Ohio; and, of course, the Northwood 
Company of Wheeling, West Virginia 
and Indiana, Pennsylvania. 

Iridescent Pottery: Pottery with 
an iridescent glaze was also pro- 
duced in this late period. The pitcher 
shown bears an original paper label 
identifying it as a Tiffany product. 
The Royal Lancastrian Potteries of 
Messrs. Pilkington of England stands 
out as probably the most artistic 
lustred or iridescent pottery of our 
time (1900-1938). In Germany, 
Zsolnay was the major pro- 
ducer of fine iridescent pot- 
tery.

ENGLISH-BORN William Buckland, 
who signed himself as an indentured 
carpenter to Thomas Mason of Vir- 
ginia and sailed for the Colonies in 
1755, is one of the few known pre- 
Revolutionary architects and design- 
ers in America. His first project in 
the new world was the interior of 
Gunston Hall, built by George Mason 
in Virginia. His contract expired, 
Buckland followed with a succession 
of handsome Georgian-style resi- 
dences in Maryland and Virginia. The 
Chase-Lloyd House, the Hammond- 
Harwood and James Brice Houses in 
Annapolis, with their luxury of de- 
tail, are examples of his work. All 
are important as museum homes to- 
day. These houses and others are 
described and documented in this 
carefully detailed monograph. Houses 
attributed to Buckland, but which 
cannot be definitively identified as 
his, such as Col. Landon Carter’s 
Sabine Hall and Col, John Tayloe’s 
Mount Airy in Virginia, are treated 
in a separate chapter. Buckland’s 
career is thoroughly and compactly 
documented, from_ his appearance in 
the Colonies to his death in 1774, and 
the political, commercial, and social 
events surrounding him are well out- 
lined to provide the backdrop of his 
life and work. This study, provided 
by the far-sighted Maryland Histor- 
ical Society, is of primary interest to 
architectural historians. It is also 
agreeable background reading on Co- 
lonial architecture in the south, and 
of very special interest to those who 
will be visiting one or more of Buck- 
land’s houses during the spring- 

time tours and open houses in 2 
Virginia and Maryland.

AY 28, 1959, marks the dedica- 

tion of the Museum of Glass in 
Tel Aviv. This is the first of fourteen 
buildings planned for the Museum 
Ha’aretz (The Museum of the Land), 
an archaeological museum devoted to 
the ancient civilizations of the eastern 
Mediterranean region. The building, 
gift of the late Louis M. Rabinowitz 
of New York, through the America- 
Israel Foundation, houses the Walter 
Moses collection of ancient glass. It 
was Dr. Moses (1893-1955) who en- 
visioned the museum project and es- 
tablished the Museum Ha’aretz Foun- 
dation in 1953. 

This superb collection, tracing 
thirty-five hundred years of glass- 
making history, is divided into five 
general periods: the making of glass 
before the art of glass blowing was 
developed (1500 B.C. until about 100 
B.C.); the Roman period (100 B.C. 
until about 300 A.D.); Byzantine glass 
(300 A.D. until approximately 600 
A.D.); glassmaking from the Arabic 
period (600 A.D. until 1500 A.D.); and 
European and American glass (1500 
A.D. to the present). In all, the col- 
lection includes some 3000 objects in 
glass, valued at over a million dollars.

mann were the architects of this striking copper-roofed circular structure of red brick, 
rockstone, and blue-green glazed tiles. Mrs. Louis M. Rabinowitz, whose husband’s 
gift made possible this building, was present at the dedication ceremonies in May. 


In addition to the glass museum 
pavilion, other buildings planned for 
the Museum Ha’aretz are a central 
pavilion devoted to the archaeology 
of the Land of Israel, and smaller 
buildings devoted to ancient Egypt, 
Syria, Cyprus, Turkey, Greece, Crete 
and Aegean cultures, Mesopotamia 
and Iran, Roman culture, Byzantine 
culture, the period of the Crusades, 
and the folklore of Israel. 

The entire Ha’aretz Museum, with 
its collection of over 10,000 arch- 
aeological objects, will be located on 
some thirty acres running along the 
hilly northern banks of the River 
Yarkon, adjacent to beautifully 
planted public gardens, and will be 
associated with the Archaeological In- 
stitute of nearby Tel Aviv University. 

The America-Israe] Cultural Foun- 
dation, through which Mr. Rabino- 
witz’s gift was made, contributes 
annually to the support of the 
museum. 











DEVELOPMENT OF ANCIENT GLASS 


(Illustrated in exhibits at Tel Aviv’s 
Museum of Glass). Examples pictured here 
are indicated in their periods. 


Late Bronze Age, ca. 1550—ca. 1200 B.C. 


The sand-core technique of glassmaking 
started about 1500 B.C. Where it was in- 
vented has not been determined with cer- 
tainty. (Egypt, Canaan, Mesopotamia?) 
However beginnings of glass manufacture 
in general go much further back. ‘Glass- 
coated stone beads and glass beads in 
imitations of precious stones were made 
about the middle of the third millenium, if 
not earlier. In the 16th century B.C., small 
sized glass objects, such as inlay, bowls, 
even figurines, were made by pouring fluid 
glass into clay molds. Early small scale 
vessels were mainly used by aristocratic 
ladies as perfume flasks. 


Late Israelite and Persian Period, 4th cen- 
tury B.C. 


The sand-core technique, after a lapse of 
centuries, was revived for traditional un- 
guent bottles, and in new Graeco-Egyptian 
types, diffused mainly by Phoenician 
traders over a wide area: Egypt, Canaan, 
the Phoenician colonies, Cyprus, Mesopo- 
tamia, Anatolia, Greece, Italy, even Cen- 
tral Europe. 


Hellenistic Period, 8rd—Iist centuries B.C. 


Besides traditional perfume flasks made 
by the sand-core technique, other types 
and techniques appeared, in keeping with 
the taste and needs of such cosmopolitan 
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cities as Alexandria, Antioch, Pergamon, 
and Athens. Outstanding new techniques: 
mold pressing, and “mosaic” glass. (Fig. 1) 


Roman Imperial period, Iist—2nd centuries 


AD. 


Already the ground was prepared for the 
epoch-making invention of glass blowing: 
it needed only a step from mold pressing 
to mold blowing, from mold blowing to free 
blowing. This was achieved about the 
time of Emperor Augustus (27 B.C. to 14 
A.D.), probably at Sidon. Blue glass jug 
(Fig. 2) bears signature of master glass- 
maker Ennlon of Sidon, lst century A.D. 
Highly valued Sidonian glasses were ex- 
ported to distant parts of the Roman 
Empire. During this period, the Roman 
Empire incorporated as provinces the glass 
producing regions, absorbed the local 
Syrian production of blown glass and 
turned it into a mass-produced article of 
worldwide economic significance. Grape- 
flasks, date-flasks, head-glasses, and other 
types, first found in Syria, were imported 
to Italy (Pompeii), Gaul, the Rhineland, 
Britain, ete. The style and type of im- 
perial glasses in daily use stayed within 
the conventions of the contemporary cera- 
ae, metal, and stone vessels. (Figs. 2 and 

) 


Roman Imperial Period, 2nd — early 8rd 
centuries A.D. 


It is not always possible to assign Roman 
glasses —— to individual centuries. 
Glass art paralleled development in archi-

tecture and sculpture with an increase in 
decorative elements, incised and cut deco- 


ration, fluting and trailing, and an_in- 
crease in color-effects. (Fig. 4 


Byzantine Period, late 8rd—6th centuries 


The general decline of Rome and trans- 
fer of the central power to Byzantium- 
Constantinople under Constantine (306-337 
A.D.) ushered in a new period of politics 
and culture. In glass, functional “classi- 
eal” forms yielded to “baroque” forms 
with “barbaric” over-profuse decorations. 
To this period belong the first glasses bear- 
ing religious symbols which with certainty 
ean be identified as Jewish or Christian. 
(Fig. 5) 


Islamic Period, 7th—1l4th centuries A.D. 


Muhammad's flight from Mecca to Me- 
dina in 622 A.D. marks the end of an- 
tiquity and the beginning of the Middle 
Ages, known in the east as the Islamic 
Era. Centers of new culture were in 
Egypt, Persia, and Syria. Characteristic 
of the early phase of the period (7th-12th 


centuries A.D.) are Egyptian cut glass, 
cut rock crystal, made under the Fati- 
mids, Egyptian and Persian engraved 


glass, glass with pinched decoration, and 
inlaid glass. Islamic glass reached its 
zenith in the 13th and 14 centuries A.D. 
(Marmaluke dynasty). Syrian gold enamel-

led beakers, and gold enamelled Mosque 
lamps of this era are among the most 
perfect products ever created in glass. 
(Fig. 6) 
Modern glass: 1500 A.D. to present. 

The leading position in glass manufac- 
ture passed in the 14th century from the 
Orient to Venice, which maintained its 
lead for about two hundred years. The 
Venetian art of glassmaking was, how- 
ever, basically independent of its Near 
Eastern predecessors. Specimens of mod- 
ern glass demonstrate not so much the 
continuity of ancient glass as the fact 
that ancient glass, both artistically and 
technically, fell somewhat short of real- 
izing the full potential of the material. A 
basic aesthetic sentiment, rooted in the 
classical world, prevented the ancient glass 
masters from disturbing the balance of 
function and style of even an ordinary 
vessel. Modern Near Eastern glass in blue, 
green, purple. and yellow is still being 
made, much of it at the glass center at 
Hebron.

Quaint Scottish Pottery 


by DAVID CLARKE 


ARVAS is a remote village on 

the northwest coast of the island 
of Lewis in the Outer Hebrides, a 
chain of islands off the Scottish 
coast. Country Scots, in times past, 
made most of their utensils of wood, 
but in these misty isles where wood 
was scarce, crafters turned to pot- 
tery. 

The ware they made was greyish- 
slate in color, very thick, misshapen, 
and roughly finished, without glaze 
or decoration. From the irregular 
shapes, it is doubtful if the makers 
were acquainted with the potter’s 
wheel. Because the kilns were fired 
by heather and dried seaweed, an 





adequate temperature could not be 
reached. The resulting pots were 
soft, with no “ring” when tapped. 
Rugged in appearance, they were ac- 
tually quite fragile. 

Recently the Bravas tea set pic- 
tured turned up at a Yorkshire auc- 
tion sale. It might easily be mis- 
taken for the work of primitive man 
but for the outlines of the pots. The 
footed teacup, the deep saucer, and 
the teapot handle are recognizable 
as early 19th century Staffordshire 
shapes. However, the curious goblet 
with sawtooth edge, presumably a 
sugar bowl, is pure Barvas. 

If these pots seem rough, even for 
hardy Scots, they served their pur- 
pose, and were, perhaps, articles of 
luxury in those island communities 
so remote that the appearance of a 
window in a cottage was a rarity. 

It is not possible to date the prod- 
ucts of Barvas with any accuracy, 
but the pottery, probably the most 
northerly in Europe, was reputed to 
have been working as late as 1890. 
Good examples are rare, but some 
can be seen in certain Scottish mu- 
seums, as at Smith’s Institute 
in Stirling, not far from Glas- @ 
gow.
